The present war, he said, af-

the belligerents who admitted no 
right except within their own 
interests,

Mr. Justice Farwell gave 
a public judgment in the 
Chancery Division in a 
case which had been dis- 
cussed in camera for three 
days. 


It was an action by John Fow- 
ler and Co. (Leeds) Ltd. against 
Sir Andrew Luncan, Minister of 
Supply, and Mr. C. H. Crabtree, 
who was appointed by the Minis- 
ter as controller of the company. 

The Judge said that the com- 
pany made engines, and since the 
war started had manufactured 
certain machinery. In March the 
Minister appointed Mr. Crabtree 
controller of the company’s un- 
dertakine under the Emergency 
Powers Defence Act. 

The Minister had not exceeded 
the wide powers given him. 
Therefore the action against him 
must fail. 

The controller thought It neces- 
sary for the company to have a 
large sum to enable it to carry 
out its contracts, and he directed 
it to increase its overdraft at the 
bank. 

There would be a declaration 
that the controller was not en- 
titled to do this. 

The Judge ordered that the 
company should get half the costs 
of the action.

President’s Speech 


After referring to the (fet that the 
meeting had to be postponed from last

The Income and Expen- 
dilure Account for the year under re 
view shows a toss of $3,217 67, com. 
pared with the loss of $1,009 02 for the 
preceding your Revenue declined by 
some $800-—reflecting the falling tn ine 
come from ‘subseriptions’ and "green 
fees’, 

“Expenditure shows a comparative 
increase due primarily to a higher scale 
of deprecialon than ordinarily charged 
in connection with the asset ‘furniture’, 
the sum of $1,000 being written off 
addittunally to the 10 per cent. provision 
usually affected, The ‘upkeep of course’ 
Item also shows an increase, a jusuf- 
able one, | feel sure, in the ght of the 
many wmprovements made to the 
Course, 


Stocks Augmented 


“Reference to the Balance Shect 
shows a considerable decretion in the 
cash balance which, however, need not 
occasion any alarm, as, taken in asso 
ciation with the Stock and Sundry 
Debtor Assets, the position then reveal- 
ed ts favourably comnparable with that 
ef the previous year, The opportunity 
was taken during the year of consider- 
ably augmenting the Bar Stocks at rates 
much cheaper than now obtaining, the 
benefit of which will be more fully felt 
in the year to come, I would submit 
no particular comment Is called for In 
respect of other Items in the Balance 
Sheet, 


“The demands made both on the 
Course and the Club membership dur- 
ing the past year have precluded nor- 
mal use of the facilities offercd by the 
Club, which adversely affected revenue 
and caused a curtailment of the usual 
competition programme. Despite suth 
discouragement your Committee have 
taken a long view Gnd made continuous 
efforts to improve the Course, from the 
playing point of view, and the Club- 
house amenities, so that when a return 
to normalcy is possible the Club will 
be increasingly attractive to its mem- 
bers. I am certain you all support the 
policy which has been followed and are 
appreciative of the many improvements 
and changes which have been made.

Although no _ details 
nave been’ given, e 
announcement yesterday 
that a political propagan- 
da department is being 
organised in Britain is an 
interesting supplement to 
the Churchill - Roosevelt 
Atlantic Charter. In that 
charter, Britain and the 
United States officially 
underwrote the democra- 
tic war aims, but the war 
has yet to be won. To 
that end, it is essential 
that the picture of the 
Nazi “new order” in oper- 
ation should be made 
better known not only 
throughout: Europe, but 
to the free democracies 
also, partly as an object- 
lesson of what is in store 
if Hitler is not smashed, 
partly as the groundwork 
of the crusade of libera- 
tion. The main purpose 
of the political propagan- 
da department is to en- 
courage the subjugated 
peoples and to fortify 
them to expect liberation 
before the influences now 

.at work disarm them 
economically and morally 
as well as physically. 


Without allies inside 
Europe, without the moral 
support, the will-to-wait, 
of millions in captivity, 
suffering hunger, loss and 
grief in a measure beyond 
our power to imagine, the 
democratic war cannot be 
won. It is to these mil- 
lions, then, that the 
Anglo-American joint de- 
claration was first of all 
directed. It carried a pio- 
mise of restored life and 
independence to inspire 
them to hold out. Al- 
though this promise con- 
tained no guarantee that 
frontiers will be re- 
established as they were, 
it revived the rather de- 
flated word “self-deter- 
mination,” probably a re- 
flection of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
jong-cherished idea that 
internationally controlled 
plebiscites will solve the 
infinitely difficult pro- 
blems of disputed terri-
